The business world is experiencing a period of relaxation. This con- 
dition seems to have extended into schools as well, for class activities in all 
classes have this year been conspicuous by their absence. The activities of 
the school, however, have been about as usual. 


There were twenty football letters given by the school, nine of which 
were received by boys classified as Juniors. Many of the boys from this 
class who practiced football every day were only second team men, but 
the first team is always what the second team makes it. Harry Gross, 
captain of the football team of 1923, is a member of the Junior class.

The first Conference game was won from Okmulgee, 20 to 19, but Sa- 
pulpa took the next night—-37 to 19. This gave Guthrie High a standing 
of .500 per cent in the Conference, only to have it lowered by Blackwell in 
the third game, the score being 18 to 17. 

Then came three victories in a row-—Enid, El Reno, and Shawnee, 
which brought the standing up to .666 per cent.

Then came the final game with Alva who had gone tnrough 
the season undefeated. They have one of the fastest teams in the state 
and aiter the hardest and most exciting battle of the Tournament came 
out victorious with a score of 21-23. Guthrie received a silver cup as 
award for runners-up, besides placing Otha Nivens and Nina Feger on 
first All-Tournament team and Maude Clark on second All-Tournament 
team. 


Two weeks later came the State Tournament at Norman and along 
with it one of the biggest surprises of the season, when Guthrie carried 
off the high honors by defeating Alva 27-29, in the final game. The girls 
started off by defeating Picher in the first game. Next came Edmond 
and we were victorious over them for the third time this year. Copan was 
the next team to fall at the hands of the Blue and White, and went down 
to defeat by a score of 10-17. In the semi-finals Guthrie met and defeated 
Turley 12-24. This put Guthrie once more up against Alva, who had 
already defeated us twice this year, but the tide had turned and Guthrie 
girls, determined to get revenge, won a game which will be long remem- 
ber by the school. This is the first State-Championship team Guthrie Hi 
has had in many years and is one we hope to keep many more to come. A 
.arge silver cup was received as Champion award and we are also proud to 
claim two all-state players, Otha Nivens at forward and Nina Feger at 
guard. 


The record this year is by far the greatest in the history of the high 
school and a great deal of the success is due to the splendid work of Coach 
Young, who has coached the team for two years. Most of the members 
will be back next year, and with the same squad, an even better team is 
expected.

Just as the Oklahoma Girls Champions of Guthrie were starting a life of ease and 
and chocolates and hourly looks at the Oklahoma State Girls Basket Ball Championship 
Cups for 1923, a severe shock was given their newly acquired life by the receipt of a chal- 
lenge from M. M. McIntire, Coach of the Jowa Girl Champions of 1921-’22 and ’23. The 
Guthrie war clothing was donned, parties, drinks, chocolates and dates were thrust 
aside for hard work. Then the great trip to Audubon, Iowa, and the scalping of the 
Iowa Champs by scores of 47-7 and 26-16. And then the return and the reception given 
by the enthusiastic Guthrie fans, parades, speeches, gold basket balls, receptions, 
parties and banquets. Then a thought of other worlds to conquer. 


Ancther team in these United States had gone through the same procedure and 
also was looking for other conquests. As a result Coach Young received a blue penciled 
copy of one of. the leading newspapers in which was a challenge to the entire world to 
pit a girls’ team against the Croton-on-Hudson, N. Y. and N. J. Girls Champions. The 
Guthrie team, coach, and citizens thought the N. Y. and N. J. champs were covering 
too much territory. Hence a telegram of acceptance was immediately sent to Coach 
Wagner of Croton, N. Y. A great deal of sparring was carried on via of Western Union. 
And again the life of luxury and ease was thrust aside by the Oklahoma-Iowa’s Champs 
and a life of hard, scientific basket ball practice was resumed. Just as the “N. Y.-N.J. 
vs. Oklahoma-Iowa Bubble” was about to burst, the Guthrie Lions club came to the 
rescue and said “Go to it.” Dr. West was appointed chairman of the project with 
power to call on any and all Lions and even to get assistance from their rivals the 
Rotarians. Hence rivalry and individualism was forgotten and co-operation became 
the motto of the entire town. Guthrie High School’s magnificent gymnasium was 
wisely deemed impractical and the Masonic Temple was secured. Then a feverish 
period of preparation of the new basket ball court. A machine gun sale of tickets, the 
arrival of the Orange and Black team from N. Y., a final grooming of our own fighting 
basketballers and the National Championship series of three games was begun. The 
first time in the history of Girls’ Athletics and to think that Guthrie, Oklahoma, was 
leading. The first game started with a rush that had never before been seen by girls 
teams. 1800 enthusiastic fans watched the rapid passes, dribbles and shots of the op- 
ponents; the Orange and Black team being cheered by the playing of their Croton song 
by the Guthrie Hi Orchestra and the singing of the entire crowd. Then the Guthrie team 
was encouraged by the “Royal Blue” and school yells. When the smoke, noise and 
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enthusiasm cleared away enough for the refree, Ray Ballard, athletic director of 
Phillips University, to announce the outcome. Guthrie had passed the first mile stone 
in the National Relay Race by the score of 25-13. The scoring machine of G. H. S. M. 
Clark to J. Nivens to Capt. O. Nivens or W. Nivens had proved too much for the Hast- 
erners while the defensive combination of N. Feger and G. Stilts was almost impossi- 
ble. 


The second game was even faster and more terrific. The Royal Blue team to cinch 
ihe National Championship and the Orange and Black team to gain a chance at the 
Championship. Again the Guthrie offensive and detensive machines worked to per- 
{ection and Referee Gilbert Brawner announced the Royal Blue girls as winners by a 
229 to 14 score. Enthusiasm was at the breaking point. Guthrie High School and 
Guthrie for so long at the bottom of athletics was accorded the highest position in 
Girls’ Basket Ball in the United States by holding more state championships than any 
cther team in the United States. 





The third game was just as desperately fought, as the New York girls are game 
sports and the hardest fighters of any team the Royal Blue have met. But the out- 
come was the same. Referee P. A. Potts declared Guthrie winner by the score of 26-13. 





The individual stars of the games were Jessie Nivens at side center and Nina 
Feger at guard. However, the Guthrie team is not made up of stars but of six players, 
playing their respective positicns equally well and all cf them combined into a smoothly 
working offensive and defensive machine. The Guthrie forwards Capt. O. Nivens, “All- 
Oklahoma,” and her sister W. Nivens lived up to their reputation of being two forwards, 
by each scoring a total of 41 points during the three games, Maude Clark and Jessie 
Nivens were undisputed masters of the center of the court while Nina Feger “All- 
Oklahoma Guard” and Garnet Stilts were very strong with their field goals for the 
cpponents. Madella Bowers substituting for Maude Clark during the second game 
and Mary Wiley for Garnet Stilts in the third game fitted into the combination and 
the Guthrie machine moved on without a stop. 


For the visitors Capt. H. Zangler and B. Polly at guards were the favorites dur- 
ing the entire tournament, while H. Miller did splendid work during the second game at 
center. M. Finnerty scored 20 points in the three games, K. Garrsion 14 and M. Ferris 5. 


The Guthrie girls are the holders of four beautiful cups, representing the Phillips 
Touranment, Oklahoma State Championship, Oklahoma-Iowa Championship and the 
National Championships... The cup for the National Champicnship is a beautiful hand 
hammered silver Loving cup 24 inches high and was given by the Guthrie Lions club. 


Reasons why G. H.-S. girls have been so successful this season: 


Regular and conscientious work, practice and training on the part of a group of 
loyal G.H. S. girls. 


Unquestioning obedience to the orders of the Coach. 
Loyal support of the student body, citizens and organizations. 


And lastly but of equal importance the loyal practice of a group of G. H. S. girls 
who could not make the first team, but who were willing to do their part in the develop- 
ment of the team by sacrificing pleasures for hard work in being used as opponents 
in the development of the regulars. Too much credit cannot be given to these girls. 
Without them the Royal Blue regulars could never have attained the same degree of 


perfection.
